4.  The  purpose  of  this  discourse  Is  to  unfold 
what  Baptists  believe  concerning  grace  In  re¬ 
generation. 

Baptists  believe: 

I.  That  in  order  to  be  saved  sinners  must  be 
regenerated  or  born  again. 

1.  The  mind  of  the  flesh  is  enmity  against 
God. — Rom.  8:7f. 

2.  By  nature  man  is  a  child  of  wrath. — Epff 
2:1-4. 

3.  By  nature  man’s  life  Is  corrupt. — Gal  5: 
1 9  f. 

4.  The  life  flows  out  o  ftho  heart. 

5.  The  heart  must  be  changed. — Jno.  3:3-7; 
Rev.  21:27. 

II.  That  In  regeneration  a  holy  disposition 
Is  given  to  the  mind. — Rom.  2:28-29;  5:5;  I  Jno 
4:7. 

III.  That  regeneration  is  effected,  in  a  man¬ 
ner  above  our  conception,  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in 
connection  with  divine  truth. — Jno.  1:13:  3:8: 
Jas.  1:16-18;  Phil.  2:13. 

IV.  That  regeneration  secures  our  voluntary 
obedience  to  the  gospel — I  Pet.  1:22-25;  I  Jno 
5:1;  Eph.  4:25;  Col.  3:9-11. 

V.  That  the  proper  evidences  of  regenera¬ 
tion  are  repentance,  faith  and  newness  of  life 

1.  Repentance  and  fa'th  are  evidences  to  the 
Individual— Gal.  5:16-23;  Eph.  3: 14-21;  Matt. 
3:8-10:  7:20. 

2.  Newness  of  life  Is  the  evidence  to  others. 
— Eph.  5:9;  Rom.  8:9.

HKltOKS  AND  MARTYRS  OF  FAITH. 


Hebrews  11:1;  32:12-1-2. 


Faith. — It  is  well  here  to  b«  careful  in  the 
use  of  the  word  faith  as  we  find  It  In  this  con¬ 
nection.  The  word  Is  sometimes  used  to  express 
the  object  of  faith,  the  thing  believed,  as  when 
we  say  one  Is  obedient  to  the  faith.  As  the  word 
is  used  here,  the  apostle  means  to  speak,  not  of 
the  thing  believed,  but  of  the  act  of  believing. 
In  the  context  before  us.  the  act  of  faith  Is  di¬ 
vided  Into  two  parts.  First.  It  Is  "the  substance 
of  things  hoped  for."  A  thing  hoped  for  has  no 
present  existence,  but  so  far  as  enjoyment  or 
possession  Is  concerned  Is  In  the  future.  But 
the  apostle  designates  It  as  the  substance  of 
things  hoped  for.  But  substance  has  existence, 
and  hence  a  present  being.  Again,  faith  “Is  the 
evidence  of  things  not  seen."  An  unseen  thing 
is  something  not  ascertained  either  by  the 
senses  or  by  reason — seen  neither  by  the  eye, 
nor  by  the  mind.  Now  the  great  value  of  faith 
lies  in  the  fact  that  It  reveals  to  us  the  truths  of 
God  by  His  Word  aside  from  which  we  must 
have  continued  In  Ignorance.  The  province  of 
faith  Is  with  things  unseen,  and  in  itself  Is  the 
evidence.  The  root  Idea  of  the  word  faith  is 
"unite.”  With  this  before  us,  let  us  apply  It  to 
our  relation  with  God.  A  thing  hoped  for  In 
the  future  has  been  given  substance  and  brought 
into  the  present  and  made  evident  by  uniting 
our  souls  with  God  as  sons  and  with  Christ  as 
brothers. 

Subdued  Kingdoms.  —  In  the  catalogue  of 
things  registered  In  verse  33,  David’s  deeds 
stand  out  In  the  mind  most  prominently.  For 
It  was  he  who  most  successfully  conquered  the 
heathen  nations  about  him.  Let  us  note  some 
of  the  things  in  which  David's  faith  guided  him 
First,  he  pursued  a  Just  cause;  second,  he  had 
authority  from  God;  third,  he  was  often  directly 
ordered  by  God;  fourth,  he  looked  to  God  for 
strength;  fifth,  the  victory  came  through  his 
faith  in  God’s  power  to  help;  sixth,  the  peoples 
subdued  were  enemies  to  both  God  and  God's 
people.  The  victories  "were  far  more  excellent 
because  given  upon  the  faith  of  such  as  trusted 
In  their  God.” 

Wrought  Righteousness. — "The  subduing  of 
kingdoms  was  the  exercise  of  their  military 
power,  and  this  may  seem  to  be  the  use  of  the 
sword  of  Justice.  The  duty  of  a  prince  Is  to 
defend  his  people  from  foreign  enemies,  and  to 
protect  their  loyal  subjects,  and  punish  the  in¬ 
jurious.  This  righteousness,  therefore,  Is  Ju¬ 
dicial,  and  their  doing  of  righteousness  their 
constant  administration  of  Justice.” 

Obtained  Promises. — In  the  word  "promise” 
we  have  something  sent  forth,  something  set  In 
motion.  What  were  some , of  the  things  prom¬ 
ised  which  had  been  obtained.  The  leaders  by 
their  faith  were  stimulated  by  an  Interest  In  the 
Anal  rest  which  awaited  those  who  survived  the 
long  years  of  the  wilderness  experience,  and 
while  there  was  little  hope  to  many  of  ever- 
reaching  the  promised  land,  yet  they  were  com¬ 
forted  by  the  fact  that  their  posterity  would 
come  into  their  inheritance,  and  by  their  faith 
were  enabled  to  watt  Gol*j  own  time  for  ful¬ 
fillment. 

Stopped  the  Mouths  of  Lions. — "Then  went 
Samson  down,  and  his  father  and  his  mother, 
and  came  to  the  vineyards  of  Tlmnath,  and  be¬ 
hold  a  young  lion  roared  against  him,  and  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  came  mightily  upon  him,  and 
he  rent  him  as  he  would  have  rent  a  kid.” 
IJud.  14:6-6)  "And  David  said  unto  Saul,  thy 
servant  kept  his  father’s  sheep,  and  there  came 
a  lion  and  a  bear  and  took  a  lamb  out  of  the 
flock,  and  I  went  out  after  him  and  delivered 
it  out  of  his  mouth,  and  when  he  arose  against 


me  1  caught  him  by  his  beard,  and  smote  h  m 
and  slew  him."  (I  Sam.  17:34-35)  "Then 
said  Daniel  unto  the  king.  My  God  hath  sent 
His  angel,  and  hath  shut  the  lion's  mouths,  and 
they  have  not  hurt  me.”  (Dan.  6:21-22)  From 
these  references  we  learn  that  the  power  of  the 
Creator  Is  greater  than  the  power  of  the  crea¬ 
ture,  that  by  faith  God's  servants  engage  the 
power  of  God  against  the  power  of  beasts  or 
beastly  men,  when  their  purpose  is  to  glorify 
God. 

Quenrhecl  the  Violence  of  Fire. — "And  when 
the  people  complained,  It  displeased  the  Lord, 
and  the  Lord  heard  It,  and  his  anger  was  k  n- 
dled  and  the  fire  of  the  Lord  burnt  among  them, 
and  consumed  them,  that  were  in  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  camp.  And  the  people  cried  unto 
Moses,  and  when  Moses  prayed  unto  the  Lord, 
the  fire  was  quenched.”  (11:2-3)  The  prayer 
of  faith  in  Moses  saved  the  people  from  the  re¬ 
sults  of  their  folly.  The  prayer  of  our  faith 
today  can  lead  men  to  a  realization  of  their  lost 
condition  and  turn  toward  Christ,  their  only 
hope.  The  prayer  of  faith  enabled  Daniel  to 
defy  the  threats  of  King  Nebuchadnezzar,  and 
with  his  comrades  to  come  from  the  furnace 
w’ithout  hurt,  for  they  were  accompan'ed  by  th< 
Son  of  God.  (Dan.  3:17-27)  "Never  was  the 
grace  of  faith  more  severely  tried,  never  more 
nobly  exerted,  nor  ever  more  gloriously  re¬ 
warded.” 

Escaped  live  Sword.  —  "So  David  prevailed 
over  the  Philllstlne  with  a  sling  and  a  stone." 
(I  Sam.  17:50)  A  pebble  In  the  hand  of  faith 
is  too  much  for  a  sword  in  the  hand  of  a  Go¬ 
liath.  The  world  has  often  been  astonished  to 
see  men  extricate  themselves  from  the  hands  of 
enemies,  not  taking  into  consideration  that  a 
man  armed  with  faith  will  serve  God,  do  His 
w'ork,  and  fear  not,  and  that  When  they  are  de¬ 
livered,  It  is  because  they  are  obedient  to  .God 
and  are  not  afraid  to  trust  Him.  "No  dangers 
can  hurt  those  whom  God  will  save;  they  are 
safe  in  the  midst  of  greatest  evils."  And  so 
with  the  many  other  examples  of  faith. 

Witnesses.  —  With  this  great  throng  of  w  t 
nesses  to  guarantee  the  goodness  of  God.  we  to¬ 
day  ought  to  take  the  apostle's  advice  and  lav 
aside  every  weight  and  patiently  labor  and  wait 
God's  own  good  time  for  the  fruits  of  our  labors 
But  we  cannot  work  for  God  without  first  get¬ 
ting  ready.  We  must  lay  aside  every  weight.  If 
we  cannot  remove  the  sin  of  our  environment, 
let  us  rise  above  Its  contaminating  touch.  The 
besetting  sin  of  youth  Is  most  often  the  cravings 
of  the  carnal  appetites.  Let  the  appetites  mas 
ter  the  man  and  disaster  and  often  death  fol¬ 
low.  Let  the  man  master  his  appetites  and  he 
will  master  his  opportunities.  For  our  encour¬ 
agement  we  are  urged  to  look  unto  Jesus  who 
endured  even  the  cross  with  perfect  patience, 
and  is  set  down  at  the  right  hand  of  the  throne 
of  God.  When  we  look  unto  Jesus,  we  look 
at  the  chief  example  of  human  goodness  "lie 
was  pre-eminent  as  an  example  in  the  spirit 
that  Inspired  Him.  Self-oblivion.  Pre-eminent 
in  the  grandeur  of  soul  with  which  He  met  un¬ 
parallelled  sufferings  Pre-eminent  in  the  exul 
tatlon  which  He  ultimately  met  "

TRAINING  SCHOOL  AT  NEW  ORLEANS. 

Something  over  jlyehr  ago  mention  was  made 
in  The  Record  of  tw  need  of  more  provis.on  for 
f  training  of  preachers  and  other  Christian 

workers  for  the  afxith  central  or  Gulf  coast 
country  and  of  the  special  value  of  a  school  for 
this  purpose  in  tb^  city  of  New  Orleans.  The 
suggestion  immediately  attracted  attention  all 
over  the  South  and  was  commented  on  by  al¬ 
most  every  Baptist  paper  published  in  the  South. 
The  need  was  probably  felt  by  all  and  favorable 
mention  was  made  3>y  many  who  are  deeply  in¬ 
terested  in  the  work  of  all  the  territory  affected 
by  It  and  particularly  of  New  Orleans  as  the 
commercial  emporium  and  stronghold  of  the 
South,  also  at  present  the  stronghold  «f  Rom¬ 
anism. 

The  need  is  two-&ld  -the  workers  need  train¬ 
ing.  and  the  work  *>rely  needs  to  be  (tone.  ,\ 
school  of  this  character  is  like  a  two-edged 
sword — It  cuts  wJQj  both  edges;  it  develops 
men  and  women  fer  the  largest  and  most  eftic- 
leut  service,  and  it  Joes  this  by  actually  accom¬ 
plishing  the  task  immediately  in  hand,  sav.ng 
the  lost  in  the  vlcintty  of  the  school. 

There  Is  perba>  in  a  four-hundred-mile 
radius  of  New  OrldAns  not  one  preacher  in  ten 
who  has  had  specigl  training  for  his  work  or 
under  present  conations  will  have  it.  Distance 
is  an  element  in  theological  training  that  we 
have  not  sufficiently  reckoned,  and  educational 
institutions  of  a  general  nature  are  found  to 
draw  a  large  majority  of  their  students  from  a 
comparatively  small  T  radius.  Again,  if  our 
preachers  will  not  -lake  the  theological  tra.ning 
that  we  think  they  need,  let  us  provide  for  them 
what  they  will  ta ke.  Many  of  our  young  preach¬ 
ers  are  going  to  Draining  schools  that  are  not 
Under  denominational  control  because  there  is 
given  them  what  Jbey  are  seeking  for.  Why 
not  supply  it  under  the  direction  of  our  own 
churches?  The  short  course  Bible  institutes 
and  conferences  in  many  Southern  States,  some 
of  them  sporadic,  jthers  under  d  reetton  of  the 
convention  forces,  Rod  the  way  they  are  attend¬ 
ed.  attest  their  popularity  and  their  practical 
value.  - 

The  city  of  New  Orleans  has  a  three-fold  ad¬ 
vantage  for  such  a  V*»ool  as  this.  It  is  the  com¬ 
mercial  and  railroAd  center  for  the  middle 
Bou|h.  It  furnisheacthe  largest  field  in  Southern 
territory  for  missions  and  evangelism  and  it  is 
the  port  from  wh{ch  the  whole  United  States 
looks  out  and  reaches  out  to  all  Latin  American 
countries  to  the  sejutti  of  us  with  their  rapidly 
increasing  millions^and  growing  commercial  and 
religious  importance  South  and  Central 
America  and  Mexico  are  the  lands  for  future  ex¬ 
ploitation.  to  which  the  eyes  and  hands  of  our 
people-are  going  to  be  d  rected  In  the  immediate 
future.  European?  nations  have  had  rommer- 
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(  ial  and  social  dominance  there  but  already  the 
l.uropean  war  has  materially  changed  these  con¬ 
ditions  and  there  has  been  a  continent  wide  ef¬ 
fort  at  the  rapproacbment  of  all  the  nations  of 
the  Western  Hemisphere.  This  is  bouud  to  in¬ 
crease  more  and  more  and  no  city  will  be  so 
much  affected  by  it  or  will  wield  so  large  an  in¬ 
fluence  w  th  tile  people  of  these  other  lands  as 
the  city  of  New  Orleans. 

The  progress  of  the  gospel  has  always  been 
along  the  highways  of  commerce,  and  we  should 
he  ready  to  make  the  force  of  Southern  Baptists 
felt  in  every  land  through  this  great  gateway  to 
the  lands  south  of  us.  Too  long  we  have  de¬ 
layed  our  efforts  in  this  line  or  played  with  a 
problem  tyg  enough  to  challenge  our  best 
strength.  Baptists  have  wasted  money  in  New 
Orleans  by  puli  ng  too  little  of  it  there.  We  can¬ 
not  take  the  modern  fortresses  of  sin  by  shoot¬ 
ing  paper  wads  at  them.  There  are  few  places 
in  America  where  sin  is  so  strongly  entrenched 
and  has  h.therto  felt  so  secure.  ”  The  Roman 
l  atholic  church,  the  devil's  ally  and  instrument, 
has  thought  of  New  Orleans  as  its  own  and  re¬ 
sents  the  introduction  of  Baptist  teaching  and 
work.  If  we  want  to  do  the  best  work  of  the 
ages,  let's  plant  our  forces  where  Satan's  seat 
Is. 

Tile  pastors  of  New  Orleans  have  taken  the 
initiative  in  this  undertaking  and  their  churches 
have  endorsed  It  ami  pledged  themselves  to 
carry  it  through.  Dr.  G.  H.  Crutcher,  the  states¬ 
man  secretary  ot  Louisiana  Baptists,  has  been 
the  general  and  prophet  in  the  movement.  He 
dreams  and  works  and  plans  and  prophesies, 
and  he  has  the  support  of  the  Louisiana  pastors 
and  churches.  A  number  of  pastors  from  Mis¬ 
sissippi  attended  the  recent  meeting  in  New  Or¬ 
leans  in  the  interest  of  this  school.  They  spoke 
and  showed  their  approval  of  It  most  heartily. 
Committees  from  the  State  Boards  of  Louisiana, 
and  Mississippi  and  the  Home  Mission  Board 
passed  resolutions  which  appear  elsewhere  in 
this  week's  paper. 

The  present  plan  contemplates  tile  practical 
training  of  men  and  women,  lay  workers  us  well 
as  preachers  for  immediate  service  and  for  more 
efficient  service  for  the  future.  Plans  are  being 
worked  out  by  committees  and  by  the  churches 
in  New  Orleans  for  opening  the  school  the  first 
of  next  January,  using  the  Coliseum  Place 
Baptist  church  and  providing  a  suitable  home 
for  students. 

NEW  ORLEANS  BIBLE  CONFERENCE. 

The  pastors  of  New  Orleans  planned  a  Bible 
conference  for  the  benefit  of  their  churches  and 
nearby  Baptists,  which  was  held  at  the  Col¬ 
iseum  church,  beginning  Sunday  and  continu¬ 
ing  through  Wednesday.  The  program  includ¬ 
ed  addresses  by  Drs.  J.  T.  Christian,  of  Hatties¬ 
burg;  J.  B.  Lawrence,  and  P.  I.  Lipsey,  of  Jack- 
son;  O.  H.  Crutcher,  R.  P.  Mahon  and  M.  E. 
Dodd.  There  was  a  large  number  of  preachers 
from  Mississippi,  including  some  of  our  most 
aggressive  pastors  and  many  from  Louisiana, 
including  some  of  the  zealous  French  and  Ital¬ 
ian  missionaries.  It  gave  one  a  vision  of  this 
great  mission  field  that  one  cannot  get  in  any 
other  way  than  by  association  with  these  con¬ 
secrated  men  who  are  engaged  in  the  fight.  It 
was  Inspiring  to  see  their  Joy  and  hopefulness 
in  the  midst  of  difficulties  to  which  most  of  us 
are  strangers.  The  Baptists  of  New  Orleans 
showed  interest  in  the  conference  by  good  at¬ 
tendance  day  and  night.  Dr.  Dodd  said  that 
lie  had  been  In  Bible  conferences  in  Shreveport, 
Waco,  Atlanta  and  possibly  other  cities  but  this 
one  surpassed  them  all  In  representative  local 
attendance. 

The  addresses  were  of  a  high  order.  Our 
I)r.  Christian  was  at  home  in  his  treatment  of 
the  Trial  of  Jesus,"  and  in  ‘  The  Resurrection 
nf  Jesus  "  His  mind  by  nature  and  training 
runs  In  the  line  of  legal  evidences  and  his  read¬ 
ing  is  practically  without  limit.  They  were 
used  to  good  advantage  in  these  addresses.  Dr. 
Dodd  gave  Scripture  expositions  that  put  him 
in  the  A-l  class  of  Bible  teachers.  Dr.  Law- 
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rente  was  at  home  with  his  audience  and  his 
subject  of  "Power  for  Service.”  He  Is  held  in 
high  esteem  in  New  Orleans,  where  he  was  pas¬ 
tor  successively  of  two  of  the  churches.  Di 
Crutcher  spoke  on  "Tithing"  in  a  way  that  put 
to  flight  the  armies  of  the  aliens;  and  Dr.  Ma 
hon  gave  two  most  practical  and  helpful  ad 
dresses  on  "Personal  Evangelism."'  The  editor 
spoke  on  "The  Mission  Motive"  and  "The  Bible 
Budget.” 

The  pastors  In  New  Orleans  are  doing  the 
largest  work  that  lias  ever  been  done  there,  and 
while  burdened  beyond  the  experience  of  many 
others,  are  mofe  hopeful  than  ever  before.  We 
have  two  Mississippians  among  them,  whom  it 
was  a  great  pleasure  to  greet  aga  n — Brethren 
L.  A.  Moore,  of  Coliseum,  and  R.  L.  Powell,  of 
Grace  church.  Pastor  Robertson,  of  St.  Charles 
avenue,  has  the  most  complete  plan  of  organi¬ 
zation  we  have  ever  seen  and  he  says  it  is  work 
ing.  Pastor  R.  L.  Baker,  of  the  First  church, 
lias  a  splendid  plant  on  St.  Charles  avenue,  and 
Ills  church  Is  now  self-supporting  and  ministers 
to  many.  F.  C.  Flowers,  at  Central,  is  the  senior 
pastor  of  the  city,  and  is  loved  by  everybody 
Pastor  Earl  enjoys  the  heartiest  support  of  his 
people. 

The  conference  closed  on  Wednesday  night 
with  a  great  rally  In  the  interest  of  the  proposed 
Training  School,"  when  five  addresses  were 
made  and  then  many  people  seemed  loathe  to 
leave.

ANTI-LIQUOR  ADVERTISING  BILL  PASSES. 

The  anti-llc|uor  advertising  bill  passed  the 
Senate  Tuesday  by  a  vote  of  22  to  17.  It  had 
previously  passed  the  House  by  a  good  majority 
and  as  soon  as  motions  to  reconsider  are  dis¬ 
posed  of  and  the  bill  is  signed  by  the  Governor, 
it  will  become  a  law. 

The  fight  on  the  bill  In  the  Senate,  as  on  the 
bill  to  limit  the  amount  of  liquor  shipments, 
was  made  by  attempts  to  attach  amendments 
to  the  bill  which  would  endanger  the  constltu- 
tionality  of  the  measure.  Senator  Crawley,  of 
Attala,  offered  and  fought  bitterly  for  an 
amendment  providing  that  circuit  clerks  and 
other  county  offle  als  should  be  prevented  from 
giving  or  selling  lists  of  liquor  consumers  or^ 
lists  of  registered  voters  to  liquor  houses  so* 
that  they  might  use  them  for  mailing  lists.  A 
part  of  this  amendment  was  thought  by  Sen 
ators  \\  hittington,  Franklin  and  other  prohibi 
tion  leaders  to  be  contrary  to  the  Constitution 
and  that  th  s  might  cause  the  entire  bill  to  In- 
declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court 
After  a  bitter  fight,  the  amendment  was  adopt 
ed  with  a  narrow  majority.  Later,  another 
amendment  was  introduced  by  Senator  Burrow- 
providing  that  If  any  section  of  the  (bill  should 
be  declared  unconstitutional.  It  should  not  af 
feet  the  balance.  Other  amendments  were  in 
troduced,  but  lost,  looking  toward  prohibiting 
tiie  advertising  of  Coca-Cola  and  patent  med 
eines  containing  a  certain  per  cent  of  alcohol, 
and  striking  out  the  word  "newspaper"  wher 
ever  It  appeared.  It  is  thought  that  the  bill 
when  it  becomes  law  will  carry  out  every  in 
lention  of  the  framers,  namely,  to  prohibit 
newspapers  and  printing  establishments  from 
advertls  ng  liquors. 

Among  those  who  look  active  part  In  fight 
ing  the  bill  by  introducing  and  speaking  for 
amendments  were  Senators  Crawley,  Graves  ani 
Casteel.  Prominent  among  those  speaking  for 
the  bill  were  Senators  Whittington,  Franklin. 
Stribllng,  Hogan.  Walley  and  others.

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Following  some  public  and  private  discussions 
relative  to  the  needs  and  possibilities  of  a  Bap¬ 
tist  missionary  training  school  in  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  a  number  of  Interested  brethren 
<am«  together  for  a  conference  during  the  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Southern  Bapt  st  Convention  in 
Houston.  Texas,  1915. 

That  conference  of  brethren  passed  u  resolu¬ 
tion  asking  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  Mississippi,  and  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  Louisiana  to  appoint  each  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  three  to  confer  further  upon  t  is  pro¬ 
posal  and  to  take  such  steps  as  they  should  deem 
justifiable,  accord  ng  to  the  needs  and  possib  1 
(ties  of  such  an  Institution. 

Brethren  J.  T.  Christian.  (!.  H.  Crutcher  and 
M.  I  Dodd  were  named  by  this  Houston  con¬ 
ference-  as  a  committee  to  present  the  request  to 
the  three  organizations  named. 

In  response  to  tills  request  the  Home  Board 
at  its  annual  meeting  in  July.  1915,  appointed 
Brethren  B.  D.  Gray,  C.  C.  Hugh  and  M.  K’ 
Dodd  as  its  committeemen.  The  Miss  sslppi 
Convention  appointed  Brethren  J.  T.  Christian, 

IV  I.  I.lpsey  and  J  B.  Lawrence.  The  Louisian  i 
Convention  appointed  Brethren  G.  H.  Crutcher, 

R  P  Mahon  and  F.  C.  Flowers. 

On  February  22,  1916,  these  committeemen 
i  Brethren  Gray  and  Pugh  being  absent)  met 
in  the  Coliseum  Place  Baptist  church.  New  Or¬ 
leans.  and  organized  by  electing  Brother  G.  H 
Crutcher,  chairman,  and  I1.  I.  Llpaey,  secretary. 

All  the  New  Orleans  pastors  and  a  number  of 
others  from  .Mississippi  and  Louisiana  were 
present  and  took  part  with  the  committee  in 
the  discussions. 

After  long  and  prayerful  consideration  of 
the  whole  matter,  it  was  resolved  by  these  joint 
committeemen  representing  the  three  organiza¬ 
tions  named: 

1.  That  a  BapCst  Missionary  Training  School 
should  lie  established  in  the  city  of  New  Or¬ 
leans,  which  should  have  for  Its  primary  pur¬ 
pose  the  object  of  missionary  propaganda. 

2  That  such  institution  should  have  the  Eng¬ 
lish  Bible  as  fhe  heart  of  its  ttirriculum  with 
missionary  training  courses,  personal  workers’ 
courses,  pastoral  trarning  courses  and  Sunday 
t-chool  training  courses  and  *  gospel  music 
courses,  grouped  around  that  center,  for  pastors, 
missionaries,  Christian  laymen  and  women  who 
desire  to  better  fit  themselves  for  Christian  ser¬ 
vice. 

J  That  there  should  be  courses  of  study  In 
french.  Italian,  Spanish  and  such  other  lan¬ 
guages  In  which  it  is  found  necessary  to  do  m  s- 
sion  work  In  all  the  coast  country  of  the  South.

If  this  statement  be 
true,  then,  mothers  and  fathers,  think  well  be¬ 
fore  you  turn  away  from  your  own  church  school 
and  send  your  boys  elsewhere. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence  preached  for  us  Sunday 
morning  and  evening.  His  subject  for  the  morn¬ 
ing  hour  was,  "Christ  the  Light  of  the  World."
